Hartnell Latinos appear to have lower 
expectations for success than other 
minorities, and whites, a national survey 
of college freshmen said. 

First-time, full-time 1996 Freshmen 
completed the survey in their english, 
math or occupational class as part of a 
national survey of entering students that 
was conducted by the Higher Education 
Research Institute at UCLA. 

“Our students are different from other 
schools since they come from lower 
income, and lower education families. 
We need to think about this and 
customize our programs,” said Chris 
Myers, Director of the Institutional 
Research. 

Conclusions and Recommendations 

1) Hartnell students may need more 
information about financial aid, . 
particularly grants and loans. While a 
high number of freshmen indicated that 
they were in need of financial aid, only a 
portion of that number is actually taking 
advantage of it. 

2) Latinos appear to have lower 
confidence and expectations for success 
than other minorities and whites. Latinos 
may be helped with enhanced counseling 
and other support services so they can 
succeed at Hartnell. 

3) The majority of Latino respondents 
indicated a need for more bilingual and 
ESL courses. 

4) Future marketing campaigns might 
want to put a greater emphasize on 
Hartnell’s low tuition costs, since the 
largest amount of respondents (43%) said 
that is why they chose Hartnell. 

5) The survey shows that students learn

Recently, an attempt was made to undo 


the new smoking ban imposed on 
gambling houses and bars as of January 
1998. This recent attempt sought to 
reinstate exemptions given to gambling 
establishments and bars by the state in 
1992 anti-smoking legislation. The effort 
failed in the State Senate, and smoking 
in bars and gambling establishments, 
such as Bingo halls, is still illegal.

Smoking is deadly to the smoker and to 
those around the smoker.

happiness. Smoking is not a right and 
cannot legally be placed above a 
capable person’s right to earn a living.

The government has 
every right to treat nicotine as a 
controlled substance, regulate it, tax it, 
and ban it. 

Smokers and the tobacco industry 
have no legal leg to stand on with 
cigarettes to combat the facts that they 
cause health problems and are 
addictive. For years, the tobacco 
industry has spent millions on research, 
legal fees, and political contributions 
trying to keep alive the myths that 
smoking wasn’t conclusively harmful

For those who have noticed the 
curtailing of work cubicles and 
conference tables available in the 
Hartnell College library and asked 
what the newly constructed room 
contains, the answer is Hartnell’s new 
Technology Learning Center. 

“Technology learning is learning by 
video conferencing and by computer 
programs,” said Gary Hughes, library 
director. 

Technology learning will provide 
students with different modes of 
learning from VCR, Cable TV, 
Laserdisk, and a computerized chalk 
board, all controlled by a touch pad. 
It will also allow students to fulfill 
major requirements by enrolling in 
classes offered by other colleges, 
without producing the hassle of 
commuting. 


The Technology Learning Center will 
Strive to offer classes varying from ESL 
to computer writing programs. 


“In the immediate future we will offer 


a Music II class taught by Dr. Carl 
Christensen, and a hazardous waste 
class taught through Mission 
Community College,” Hughes said. 

To provide the full effect of video 
conferencing, video cameras will be 
mounted on all four corners of the 
classroom so every necessary image or 
sound may be received by a television 
transmitter. 

Hughes said that this project will 
never be finished because of the 
innumerable developments in 
technology.

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Child Care Facilities at the East Campus

If everything goes as planned, more 
Hartnell College students will have a 
place to send their kids while they attend 
classes. 

Hartnell College has received $132,000 
dollars from the Child Development 
Program of the California Department of 
Education to construct a sight for a day 
care facility at the Hartnell East Campus. 
Children Services International (CSI) had 
a deal with Hartnell on a long term lease 
to designate buildings on 
the East Campus for 
preschool child care. 

There was suppose to 
be two aspects for the 
child care program. The 
program would have 
included an infant and 
toddler care service and 
the other half would 
have included a toddler 
and preschool service. 
However, in a change of 
events the infant and 
toddler care service 
didn’t work out as 
planned and was 
dropped from the - 
program. CSI, still 
wanted a toddler and 
preschool program, so 
they terminated their 


lease with Hartnell to find a separate sight 
for their day care facility. 

The only obstacle that the staff of 
Hartnell has to face is where to find 
funding for the furnishings and the 
operations. 

Celia Barberena, Vice President for 
Student Services said, “There may be an 
opportunity for us to apply for funds. The 
funds needed are for furniture, materials, 
a playground, and for staff.”

Barberena also stated that it is possible 
for the staff to use the school’s Cal Works 
application fund that was provided by the 
California State Chancellor’s office for 
the start up cost. 

Once the day care center gets under 
way, the program will have two sessions 
for kids to attend. There will be one in the 
morning which will last from 8a.m. until 
noon and the second session will go from 
1p.m. until 5p.m. Staff will allow 24 kids 
to enroll for each session. 
The age requirement for 
the children attending is 
at least 3 years of age 
and over. 

When the search for a 
staff is complete there 
will be a certified, full- 
time sight supervisor, an 
employee of the college 
that will help with the 
program, a 30 hour per 
week master teacher and 
two instructional aids. 
The administrator that 
will be in charge of the 
program is Sherry Grey. 

“The staff that will be 
hired will have the 
extensive training 
necessary to schedule 
certain activities for the

children,” Barberena said. 

She also said that the parents would 
have some input about the different types 
of activities that would be appropriate for 
the children. 

The construction of the day care facility 
should be finished by July. According to 
Barberena, once Hartnell receives 
operational funding, the center should 
start up in August, the month that the fall 
semester begins for Hartnell students.

Easter is usually a grand celebration for 
many people. Primarily celebrated by 
Christians, it marks the day Christ rose 
from death. Many students have fond 
memories of celebrating Easter with 
family, going to Sunday Service, and 
being involved in Easter 
hunts. Those that do not 
celebrate the religious 
affiliations of Easter 
simply enjoy the already 
established traditions 
such as receiving Easter 
baskets filled with 
goodies, dyéing and 
painting eggs, or 
searching for the golden 
egg or stamped egg with 
a prize to collect. 

“I celebrate Easter by going to church 
in the morning and sometimes out to eat 
after church. Easter is a great day 
because it marks the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ, the only hope for humanity...,” 
said Hartnell student Roger Griffith, 37, 
who is in progress of getting his teaching 
credentials. “As a child we used to 
always have an Easter egg hunt, with a 
golden egg to be found with something 
special inside,” 

Clara Jo Hays, an English major, 
celebrates Easter by attending Sunrise 
Services and eating breakfast followed 
by meditation. 

How did Easter become such a popular 
celebration using the Easter bunny as the 
Easter 
symbol? 
These 
traditions had 
their origins 
somewhere. 
Here’s the 
whole story 
behind Easter. 

The holiday 
symbol of the 
Easter Bunny, 
or hare to be 
more precise, 
can be traced to the origin of the word 
Easter. According to Venerable Bede, an 
English historian who lived from 672 to 
735, the goddess Eastre was worshiped 


by the Anglo-Saxons through her earthly 
symbol, the hare. 

The custom of the Easter hare came to 
America with Germans who immigrated 
to Pennsylvania in the eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries. They moved from 
Pennsylvania to various parts of the East 
spreading their customs. Most 
eighteenth century 
Americans rejected 
this idea because 
they stuck to the 
basic religious 
denominations and 
ignored the 
“frivolous symbol 
[of] a white 
rabbit.” 

More than a 
hundred years 
passed before it 
gained acceptance 
and popularity in America. Panati’s 
Extraordinary Origin of Everyday Things 
states, “It was not until after the Civil 
War, with its legacy of death and 
destruction, that the nation as a whole 
began a widespread observance of Easter 
itself, led primarily by Presbyterians. 
They viewed the story of resurrection as 
a source of inspiration and renewed hope 
for the millions of bereaved Americans.” 

Easter however, had its origins in 2nd 
Century, Rome. Easter in the Christian 
faith celebrates the Resurrection of 
Christ making it the most sacred of all 
holy days. It is also the name of an 
ancient Saxon festival and is derived 
from the pagan goddess of spring and 
offspring, Eastre. Because of church 
supremacy early on, the Saxon festival of 
Eastre was transformed into a Christian 
service. 

Second-Century Christian missionaries, 
encountered many heathen religious 
ceremonies performed by the Teutonic 
tribes north of Rome. Instead of 
interfering with pagan practices, 
Christians transformed them into 
ceremonies which agreed with Christian 
doctrine. Panati’s Extraordinary Origin 
of Everyday Things states, “There was a 
very special reason for this. Converts 
publicly partaking in a Christian 
ceremony - and on a day when no one 
else was celebrating- were easy targets 


states, “Thus, the Resurrection was 
subsumed under the protective rubric 
Eastre (later spelled Easter), 
saving the lives of countless 
Christians.” 

Easter was celebrated on a 
Friday, Saturday, or Sunday 
for several decades. But 
finally, in A.D. 325, the 
Council of Nicaea, assembled

The audience must struggle with the 
character of Stanton in the same way. 
He’s charming, energetic, and noble, 
while also slimy, and immoral. He’s not 
all good or all bad. He’s a complex, 
individual. The fact is we don’t want our 
political leaders to be people. We want 
men. and women made of marble, 
flawless. Not only do such people not 
exist, but they aren’t the kind who could 
get the job done on the modern, political 
stage. So we struggle to believe in 
dynamic, imperfect people and our 
dynamic, yet imperfect system. 

Oscar winner, Kathy Bates, delivers a 
brilliant supporting performance as Libby 
Holden, a longtime Stanton supporter and 
political fixer.

It is a rare treat to see a good movie, 
with an incredible cast made in today’s 
Hollywood, but The Man In the Iron

After he is dead 
Raoul’s father, Athos, wants revenge. 
Aramis brings together Athos, Porthos, 
and D’ Artagnan and tells them of his ~ 
plan to replace the king without a 
revolution. To do this he wants to 
exchange the king with a lookalike, who 
has been in an iron mask for the past six 
years (also played by DiCaprio). 

D’ Artagnan is, the only one that is 
against the plan saying that the king can 
become the great king that they have 
always hoped to serve. The rest of the 
movie, D’ Artgnan fights with himself, 

choosing between his 
duty and the loyalty 
and-love he has for his 
dear friends. 

Bryne (The Usual 
Suspects) is excellent 
in this role and is one 
of the biggest reasons 
that the movie works.
